If there are any required, default or optional tests
available for the sample, they will be displayed here. Click on any test(s) desired, then click the
right-aiming blue arrow to proceed to the next screen.
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= Add Test Runs and Confirm
- Select the “Confirm” button if the assigned tests are as expected.
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= Tests will then appear in the select lab unit queues for testing.
= Tests will also now appear on the Tests tab.
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
